Commerce and business organiza- 
tions, must not be content to sit 
back and merely watch develop- 
ments, but must do something yn- 
mediately about forwarding plans , 
to obtain this airport for this area | 
or else they will lose the 23% mil- 
lion dollar project to Stockton or 
Sacramento. 

Upon being interviewed, U. R 
Grey, Albany City Engineer, who 
was appointéd to represent the City 
Council, diselésed that-at the hear- 
ing of the various city representa- 
tives, held before the Board of 
Army Engineers, there was an al- 
most unanimity of opinion in fa- 
vor of having the Army Engineers 
make the necessary surveys and re- 
search work, 

It was Grey’s opinion that if the 
three protestants had really fa- 
miliarized themselves with the facts 
concerning the intentions of the 
Federal agencies, their fears would 
have been dissipated. It is pro- 
posed that the Army Engineers 
should do everything with the idea 
of harbor development and coastal 
defense in mind, and this being the 
case it would seem feasible to as- 
sume that their recommendations 
would have nothing in them to im- 
pair existing facilities but rather 
would only improve them and make 
them more useful. This should be 
considered by all who contemplate 
the overall picture. 

Should the recommendations 
the Army Engineers be accepted 
it is anticipated that around 12 mil- 
lion dollars would be spent in 
dredging for harbor facilities and 
creating a man-made piece of land 
which would be located in a stra- 
tegic position. After which the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
would be prepared to spend 11% 
million dollars upon the installation 
of an airport, runways, hangars, 
etc., on the land prepared for them. 

The question might well be ask- 
ed why all this should be done, and 
the answer is that the C.A.A. be- 
lieve that such a site is not only 
required for post war aviation but
